In  the  past  there  has  been  some 
confusion  over  penalties  because 
of  the  word  “expulsion.’’ 
According  to  Dean  Cameron,  “No 
one  is  ever  going  to  be  expelled 
for  dress  standards.” 

Cameron  stated  there  is  a 
standardized  language  used  by  all 
offices  of  admissions  and  by  this 
standard  language  expulsion  bars 
an  individual  from  any  other 
institution  until  he  settles  the 
problem  with  that  school  which 
expelled  him. 

Dress  standards  violaters  face 
“suspension,”  which  means  they 
are  barred  from  the  institution 
which  suspends  them  for  a 
specific  period  of  time. 

The  decision  of  whether  or  not 
the  three-time  loser  will  be 
suspended  will  be  based  on  the 
individual’s  attitude  and  whether 
or  not  he  is  willing  to  comply 
with  standards,  according  to 
Cameron. 

Dean  Petty  reports  that  it  is  not 
her  job  to  punish  the  girl.  She  says 
if  she  brings  disciplinary  action 
into  her  office,  she  has  lost  all 
hope  of  being  a friend  to  the  girl. 

She  reports,  “I’m  here  to 
counsel  and  persuade  them,  to 
bring  them  over.” 

Petty  and  Cameron  both  stated 
that  after  three  offenses  it  is  no 
longer  a question  of  dress 
standards  by'  themselves,  but 
rather  it  becomes  a question  of 
personal  honor  and  integrity. 

They  both  remarked  that  it  is 
impossible  to  set  up  an  "inches 
scale  since  the  height  and 
dimensions  of  the  girl  must  be 
taken  into  account.

Laos  Could  Be  Next 


WASHINGTON  (AP) 

Senate  majority  leader  Mike 
Mansfield  says  American 
involvement  in  Laos  is  following 
the  same  pattern  that  it  did  in 
Vietnam,  but  said  he  doubts  it 
will  go  as  far. 

“It’s  following  the  same 
pattern,”  the  Montana  Democrat 
said,  “first  aid,  then  logistic 
support,  then  air  power  and  then 
GIs-I  don’t  think  the  GIs  will  go 
into  Laos.” 

At  the  same  time  Sen.  J.  W. 
Fulbright  (D-Ark.)  chairman  of 
the  Senate  Foreign  Relations 
committee,  said  he  fears 
Vietnamization  will  lead  to 
indefinite  war  in  Vietnam  and 
Laos. 

Mansfield  appeared  on  the  CBS 
“Face  the  Nation,”  panel 
interview  program,  and  Fulbright 
was  interviewed  on  NBC’s  “Meet 
the  Press.” 

“Up  To  Our  Necks” 

“We’re  up  to  our  necks  in 
Laos,”  Mansfield  said,  “because 
we’ve  sent  in  aid,  we’ve  sent  in  air 
power.  We  haven’t  sent  in  foot 
soldiers  yet-I  don’t  think  we 
will-whereas  in  Vietnam,  I think 
we’re  in  over  our  heads.” 

Mansfield  said  he  does  not  think 
President  Nixon  will  get  into  a 
major  involvement  in  Laos 
“because  it  would  mean  a 
broadening  of  the  way  in  my 


opinion  and  it  would  go  far 
beyond  Vietnam. 

“It  would  bring  into  play  the 
Vietnamization  of  South  Vietnam 
and  perhaps  the  Americanization 
of  a war  in  which  we  should  not 
really  become  involved  in  Laos.  It 
would  bring  about,  I think,  a stop 
in  the  withdrawal  of  U.S. 
troops  . . . from  Vietnam.”

Editor: 

In  the  Executive  Council  meeting  on 
March  4 the  Council  discussed  the 
prospect  of  eliminating  the  office  of 
vice-president  of  student  relations  and 
to  disseminate  his  duties  among  the 
remaining  elected  offices.  Granted  this 
office  could  be  eliminated  and  its 
functions  carried  on  by  the  other 
officers,  but  that’s  true  of  any  of  the 
vice-presidents,  including  the  Finance 
Office  which  proposed  this 
amendment.  It  would  be  simple  to 
organize  a “bureau  of  the  budget’’  in 
the  president’s  office,  or  have  a 
committee  appointed  to  handle  all  of 
the  social  activities  on  campus.  That’s 
not  the  solution  if  indeed  one  is 
needed. 

One  of  the  arguments  against  the 
Student  Relations  Office  is  its 
ineffectiveness  and  conflict  of  interest 
with  the  A SB  YU  president.  Some 
council  members  feel  that  the  Student 
Relations  Office  doesn’t  have  enough 
definition  of  duties  to  justify  its 
existence.  I can  list  many  reasons  for  a 
need  for  such  a vice-president,  and 
three  important  ones  I shall  list: 

1)  With  B YU  facing  so  much 
misunderstanding  and  discrimination, 
we  need  representation  of  the  students 
to  those  who  would  be  the  recipients 
of  good  student  relations.  The 
president  alone  cannot  effectively 
handle  this  task  and  he  needs  someone 
of  VP  status  whose  specific  duty  is  in 
this  area.

In  THE  DAILY  UNIVERSE  of 
March  5,  the  Social  Office  announced 
plans  to  build  a social  activities 
marquee  on  campus,  subject  to  the 
Central  Planning  Committee’s 
approval.  The  responsibility  to  the 
students  seems  to  be  taken  very  lightly 
in  light  of  these  proposals.  The  number 
of  seniors  who  voted  in  the  selection  of 
the  senior  gift  seems  to  indicate  how 
very  little  enthusiasm  was  generated  by 
the  proposals. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  to  say  “ Let’s 
not  spend  this  money,”  but  only  to 
bring  attention  to  the  sad  situation 
that  exists.  I call  upon  the  class  officers 
to  re-examine  and  re-evaluate  the 
proposal  in  terms  of  aesthetic  vs.

QUARTER  SYSTEM 

Editor: 

Some  of  the  editorial  comment  and 
letters  printed  recently  in  THE  DAILY 
UNIVERSE  give  the  impression  that 
the  proposal  to  change  scheduling  has 
no  serious  disadvantages.  In  support  of 
this  view  it  is  pointed  out  that  Ricks 
College  has  successfully  modified  its 
academic  calendar. 

But  Ricks  is  a junior  college.  There  is 
no  upper  division  there  and  few 
courses  of  a highly  technical  nature  are 
taught,  such  as  those  taught  at  BYU  in 
engineering,  science,  music,  languages 
and  literature,  to  name  only  a few.  It  is 
well-known  that  learning  in  these 
classes  is  a matter  not  only  of  intense 
study  but  also  of  lengthy  exposure  to 
the  subject.  Both  proposals  to  modify 
the  BYU  calendar  do  violence  to  this 
principle;  I see  the  mini-semester  as 
totally  unworkable  in  the  upper 
division,  whereas  the  shortened  fall 
semester  is  just  not  worth  the  extra 
work. 

I propose  that  the  quarter  system  by 
adopted  if  it  is  so  important  to  finish 
the  fall  term  before  Christmas.  This 
system  is  in  use  in  all  the  state 
universities  of  Utah  and  California.  Its 
adoption  would  entail  one  more 
registration  per  year,  but  the  ex£ense 
of  registration  could  be  reduced  by 
instituting  preregistration  or 
continuous  registration.

The  University  of  Utah  swam 
away  with  its  eighth  consecutative 
Western  Athletic  Conference 
championship,  despite  the  fact 
that  they  could  only  manage  three 
first  place  finishes. 

Depth  played  an  important  role 
in  Utah’s  successful  bid  for  the 
championship,  as  the  Utes  utilized 


a complete  team-effort  which  paid 
off  in  rewarding  dividends. 

Utah  swimming  coach  Don 
Reddish’s  strategy  of  developing 
depth  proved  to  be  a clever  move, 
and  enabled  the  Utes  to  make  the 
1 970  WAC  championship  a 
complete  runaway. 

The  Ute  Natatorium  saw  10 
individual  WAC  records 
established  in  the  three-day 
splash-down.  In  opening  day 


competition,  CSU’s  Ralph 
Hutton,  who  was  a silver  medalist 
in  the  1968  Olympics,  set  a new 
WAC  record  in  the  500-yard 
freestyle,  as  he  toured  the 
distance  in  4:47.85.  Another  team 
member  Rick  Cooley  set  a new 
WAC  record  in  the  200-yard 
individual  medley  with  a 2:00.50 
clocking.
